PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE REGARDING PASSAGE OF AN ANNUAL APPROPRIATION AND 
SPENDING PLAN THAT INCLUDES TAX INCREASES AFTER JANUARY 1ST 

OF EACH BUDGET YEAR 

WHEREAS, Cook County government appropriates nearly $3 billion in an annual appropriation and 
spending plan; and 

WHEREAS, such spending plan includes appropriations for all county bureaus, agencies and 
departments, including those bureaus, agencies and departments under the authority of other county 
elected officials; and 

WHEREAS, the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners is legally obligated to submit a 
proposed appropriation and spending plan to the Cook County Board of Commissioners for their review, 
amendment and adoption; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners are required to adopt a balanced budget no later than March 
31 St of that budget year; and 

WHEREAS, such spending plan is affected by revenues generated by taxes, fees and other sources, and 
impacts the residents of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, it is incumbent upon the administration to submit such appropriation as soon as possible, 
and incumbent upon the Board of Commissioners to review, amend and adopt such appropriation in a 
timely manner; and 

WHEREAS, it is more difficult to avoid tax increases or inordinate budget reductions if the statutory 
deadline for passage of the appropriation is upon the Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the most important duty of the Board of Commissioners is to protect the public interest by 
approving an appropriation and spending plan in an orderly and timely fashion; and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly has recognized the importance of passing their budget in a timely 
manner, with the requirement of a greater vote needed to pass tax increases after a specified date; and 

WHEREAS, if approved, this amendment would establish a more difficult process to approve tax 
increases or drastic budget reductions after the specified date. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, it shall be ordained that the Cook County Tax Approval 
shall be established as follows: 

Any tax increase of any kind proposed as part of any annual appropriation and spending plan, to be 
adopted by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, after January 1st of any budget year, shall require 
a greater majority of commissioners, sixty percent (60%) or 11 members, for passage, through March 
3^1 St, the final date authorized by state statute for the passage of a balanced budget. 

This Ordinance shall be effective on July 1.2007,

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY ASSISTANT PUBLIC DEFENDER 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING ORDINANCE 

The County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, may exercise any power 
and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS: 

ARTICLE I 

Section 1. Short Title: This article shall be known as the Cook County Assistant Public Defender 
Collective Bargaining Ordinance. 

Section 2. Purpose: To preserve and continue in effect the collective bargaining rights of 
Assistant Public Defenders and to ensure that Assistant Public Defenders have the same rights as other 
Cook County employees who are subject to collective bargaining. 
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Section 3. Right to Collective Bargaining: Cook County through a resolution adopted on May 
24, 1984 determined that Assistant Public Defenders are entitled to the right to collective bargaining. 
Cook County Assistant Publie Defenders have collectively bargained agreements on a regular basis since 
1985, and those agreements have been approved by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. The most 
recent agreement was reached in June of 2006, and the economic terms were approved by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners on July 12, 2006. Cook County shall preser\'e and continue in effect the 
right of Cook County Assistant Public Defenders to engage in collective bargaining. Assistant Public 
Defenders shall continue to have the same collective bargaining rights as are enjoyed by other Cook 
County employees who are subject to collective bargaining. Assistant Public Defenders shall continue to 
have the right to bargain collectively through their representative on questions of wages, hours and other 
conditions of employment and the right to engage in other concerted activities for the purposes of 
collective bargaining or other mutual aid or protection, free from interference, restraint or coercion. 

Section 4: Management Rights: The County shall not be required to bargain with the 
representative of Assistant Public Defenders over matters of inherent managerial policy, which shall 
include such areas of discretion or policy as the functions of the County, standards of services, its overall 
budget, the organizational structure and selection of new employees, examination techniques and 
direction of employees. The County, however, shall be required to bargain collectively with regard to 
policy matters directly affecting wages, hours and terms and conditions of employment as well as the 
impact thereon upon request by the representative of the Assistant Public Defenders. 

Section 5: Collective Bargaining Defined: For the purposes of this Article, "to bargain 
collectively" means the performance of the mutual obligation of the County or its designated 
representative and the representative of the Assistant Public Defenders to meet at reasonable times, 
including meetings in advance of the budget making process, and to negotiate in good faith with respect 
to wages, hours, and other conditions of employment, not excluded by Section 4 of this Article, or the 
negotiation of an agreement, or any question arising thereunder and the execution of a written contract 
incorporating any agreement reached if requested by either the County or the representative of the 
Assistant Public Defenders, but such obligation does not compel either the County or the representative of 
the Assistant Public Defenders to agree to a proposal or require the making of a concession. "To bargain 
collectively" shall also include negotiations as to the terms of a collective bargaining agreement. 

Collective bargaining agreements between Cook County and the organization representing 
Assistant Public Defenders may include a provision requiring Assistant Public Defenders covered by the 
agreement who are not members of the organization to pay their proportionate share of the costs of the 
collective bargaining process, contract administration and pursuing matters affecting wages, hours and 
conditions of employment, not to exceed the amount of dues uniformly required of members. The 
organization shall certify to the County the amount constituting each nonmember Assistant Public 
Defender's proportionate share which shall not exceed dues uniformly required of members. In such 
case, the proportionate share payment shall be deducted by the County from the earnings of the 
nonmember Assistant Public Defender and paid to the organization representing the Assistant Public 
Defenders. 

Section 6: Grievance Procedure: The collective bargaining agreement negotiated between the 
County and the representative of Assistant Public Defenders shall contain a grievance resolution 
procedure whieh shall provide for final and binding arbitration of disputes concerning the administration 
or interpretation of the agreement unless mutually agreed otherwise. Any agreement containing a final 
and binding arbitration provision shall also contain a provision prohibiting strikes for the duration of the 
agreement. The grievance and arbitration provisions of any collective bargaining agreement shall be 
subject to the Illinois "Uniform Arbitration Act". The costs of such arbitration shall be borne equally by 
the County and the representative of the Assistant Public Defenders. 
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Section 7: Employee Rights: Neither the County nor its agents shall: (1) interfere with, restrain 
or coerce Assistant Public Defenders in the exercise of the rights guaranteed in this Article; (2) 
discriminate in regard to hire or tenure of employment or any term or condition of employment in order to 
discourage membership in or other support for the representative of the Assistant Public Defenders; (3) 
refuse to bargain collectively in good faith with the representative of the Assistant Public Defenders 
including, but not limited to, the discussing of grievances with such representative; or (4) refuse to 
reduce a collective bargaining agreement to writing or refuse to sign such agreement. 

ARTICLE II 

Section 1. Effective Date: This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE 13 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT OF 
THE COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE OF 2001, AS AMENDED (01-0-30) 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Section 13.1.1 of Article 13 of 
the Cook County Zoning Ordinance of 2001, as amended by Ordinance 01-0-30 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

13.3 ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 
13.3.1 MEMBERSHIP 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall be composed of seven (7) members: five (5) voting members who 
shall be appointed by the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners with the advice and 
consent of the Cook County Board of Commissioners : and two (2) ex-officio, non-voting members, 
consisting of the Chairman of the Building and Zoning Committee of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners and the Chief Administrative Officer of Cook County. Ex-officio members may be 
represented by a designee at any hearing or meeting of the Zoning Board of Appeals. Voting members 
shall receive compensation and an allowance for expenses as provided by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners in its annual appropriation Ordinance. Members of the Zoning Board of Appeals serving 
at the time of adoption of this Ordinance shall serve for the remaining term of their appointments, or until 
their respective successors are appointed. All new and renewed terms of office for Zoning Board of 
Appeals members shall be for five (5) years. 
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One of the members of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be designated by the President of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners with the advice and consent of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners as Chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals, and shall hold office until a successor is 
appointed. The President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners with the advice and consent of 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall have the power to remove for cause any member of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Vacancies on the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be filled by appointment of 
the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners with the advice and consent of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners for the unexpired term of the member whose position has become 
vacant.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE 
AUTHORITY TO ENTER INTERGOVERNMENTAL AGREEMENTS WITH TOWNSHIPS 
AND MUNICIPALITIES FOR LOCAL BUILDING AND ZONING CODE ENFORCEMENT 

IN UNINCORPORATED AREAS 

WHEREAS, Cook County is comprised of the City of Chicago and 128 suburban municipalities in thirty 
suburban townships; and 

WHEREAS, the unincorporated areas of Cook County vary in population, size, types of communities, 
and the nature of building and zoning code enforcement issues, and that the large geographic size of the 
County, can make enforcement of the county building and zoning codes difficult and subject to delay; and 

WHEREAS, the enforcement of building and zoning issues in unincorporated areas is important in the 
quality of life of those residents, property values in those areas, and the general health, welfare and safety 
of the inhabitants and neighbors of the buildings in unincorporated areas; and 

WHEREAS, the volume of work of the Cook County Department of Zoning and Building in these 
diverse areas of the County has increased at a great rate, while staffing and funding for the Department 
has not similarly increased, and in some areas, has decreased, and that funding limitations can make the 
administration and enforcement of the building and zoning code difficult and subject to delay; and 

WHEREAS, the taxpayers of Cook County are also taxpayers of the individual township of their 
business or residence; and 
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WHEREAS, the many areas of unincorporated Cook County are experiencing the issues surrounding 
older urban or suburban areas. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of 
Commissioners establish a program of promoting intergovernmental agreements with local townships, 
which express an interest by local resolution or ordinance, to assist the County in enforcement of certain 
provisions of the Cook County building ordinance and the Cook County zoning ordinance, as defined in 
each particular agreement; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners authorize the 
intergovernmental agreements to provide any or all of the following acts provided in the building and 
zoning code administration and enforcement; 

1. The township shall be pennitted to take applications for and issue building permits pursuant to, 
and under the procedures provided by the county building code for the construction, alteration, or 
similar activities done to buildings within that township’s unincorporated area. 

2. The township, through its authorized representatives, officials or employees, shall be permitted to 
report violations of the provisions of the county building and zoning codes. 

3. The township through its representatives, officials or employees, shall be permitted to take 
complaints from residents or businesses of the unincorporated area of that township relating to 
allegations of violations of the county building and zoning codes, on forms and through 
procedures approved by the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning. 

4. The township, through its representatives, officials or employees, shall be permitted to complete 
certain types of inspections, as provided in the final agreement with the County, and shall be 
permitted to assist in other types of inspections, also provided in the final agreement with the 
County. 

5. The township shall forward reports of such complaints and inspections to the proper administrator 
or employee of the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning to take the appropriate 
further action, as allowed by law. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners shall require the 
township to perfonn the listed powers, pursuant to the procedures defined by the county’s building and 
zoning ordinances, and in a manner consistent with county practices and policies; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that nothing in the intergovernmental agreements between the County 
of Cook and local townships shall be construed to exercise any control or authority upon the county or 
township to exercise any control or management over the other government, the acquisition, operation or 
maintenance of the other government’s equipment or apparatus, or the hiring and firing of staff of the 
other government; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the agreement be submitted to the President and Board of 
Commissioners, referred to and reviewed by the Committee on Zoning and Building, and subject to final 
approval of the President and Board of Commissioners.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
COOK COUNTY INSPECTOR GENERAL ORDINANCE 
Section 1. Establishment . 

There is hereby established an office of Cook County Government (hereinafter “County") to be known as 
the Office of Inspector General, which shall include an inspector general and such deputies, assistants and 
other employees as may be provided in the annual appropriation ordinance. 

Section 2. Appointment and term . 

The Inspector General shall be appointed by the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
(hereinafter “Presidenf’) subject to the approval of the County Board of Commissioners (hereinafter 
“Count}' Board"). The Inspector General shall be appointed for a term of thr ee six years. 

Section 3. Purpose . 

The purpose of the Office of Inspector General is to detect, deter and prevent fraud, waste, 
mismanagement or misconduct in the operations of Cook County government. 

Section 4. Powers and duties. 

In addition to other powers conferred herein, the Inspector General shall have the following duties and 
powers: 

(A) To receive and register complaints and information concerning fraud, waste, mismanagement 
and misconduct in the operations of county government; 

(B) To investigate fraud, waste, mismanagement and misconduct in operations of county 
government either in response to such complaints or on the Inspector General’s own initiative, or in the 
proper case, to refer complaints and information to an elected official or to a member of the County Board 
as provided in Section 5 of this Ordinance. Investigations conducted by the inspector general shall be 
conducted in a manner that ensures the preservation of evidence for use in criminal prosecution; 

(C) To promulgate rules and regulations for the conduct of investigations consistent with the 
requirements of equal protection, due process and this Ordinance; 

(D) To request information from and to conduct interviews with county employees, officers, 
agents, contractors, persons or businesses seeking county contracts or certification of eligibility for county 
contracts, grantees or licensees for the purpose of investigation of fraud, waste, mismanagement or 
misconduct; 

(E) To prepare confidential reports and make recommendations for corrective action resulting 
from the inspector general’s investigations and studies and to provide such reports to the President. The 
inspector general also shall provide confidential reports and make recommendations for corrective actions 
resulting from the inspector general’s investigations to those elected officials or members of the County 
Board who request the inspector general to assist in or conduct an investigation of their office as set forth 
in this Ordinance; 

(F) To notify the State’s Attorney or other appropriate law enforcement authority if the Inspector 
General determines or suspects that possible criminal conduct has occurred, and to promptly tender to 
such authorities any evidence or information which has been obtained by the Inspector General; 
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(G) To notify the Cook County Board of Ethics if the Inspector General determines or suspects 
that possible ethical violations have occurred, and to promptly tender to the Board of Ethics any evidence 
or information which has been obtained by the Inspector General: 

(G) (IT) To serve as liaison between county government and law enforcement authorities 
regarding any matters which have been referred to such authorities by the inspector general; 

(HJ (j} To provide an annual report to the President and Members of the County Board, no later 
than January 1 of each year, which provides statistics detailing the number of investigations initiated and 
concluded within the year and the manner of disposition (i.e., complaint founded - corrective action 
recommended, complaint unfounded), also detailing the number of studies initiated and concluded within 
the year and the manner of disposition (i.e., whether a report was issued, whether recommendations were 
made). The annual report shall not contain any confidential information or infonnation which identifies 
any person who has been subject to investigation. 

Section 5. Scope of Authority. 

(A) The Inspector General is hereby authorized to investigate complaints and information 
concerning incidents of fraud, waste, mismanagement or misconduct pertaining to any County contract, 
grant, lease, license, or application or certification of eligibility for the same, and complaints and 
information concerning fraud, waste, mismanagement or misconduct pertaining to all County employees, 
agents, independent contractors, appointed officials, and elected officials in the perfoniiance of their 
official duties, all contractors and subcontractors providing goods and services pursuant to a County 
Contract, all persons and business entities seeking County Contracts or certification of eligibility for 
County contracts, and all County departments, bureaus, boards or agencies. If the inspector general 
receives any complaints or information regarding fraud, waste, mismanagement or misconduct that 
pertain to the office of any elected County official, or to the office of any member of the County Board, 
the Inspector General’s authority shall be governed by subsections (B) and (C) of this Section. 

(B) Where an elected official has established or establishes an independent internal investigation 
policy or procedure, the inspector general shall offer complaints or information which pertain to the office 
of that elected official to the elected official. Where such elected official accepts the responsibility of 
investigating such complaints or information, the Inspector General will not th e n may also, upon his or 
her discretion, conduct his or her own investigation of such complaints, information or conduct which 
pertains to the office of that elected official , unl e s s r e qu e s te d to do s o -b y - tbat e l e ct e d official . In the event 
such elected official declines the Inspector General’s offer to investigate complaints or infonnation 
offered to him or her which pertain to the office of that elected official, the Inspector General may 
conduct the investigation in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance. Elected county officials 
which have established policies or procedures for internal investigation may also, from time to time, 
request that the inspector general assist or conduct an investigation and, in such case, the Inspector 
General’s investigation shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 

(C) If the inspector general receives complaints or information pertaining to fraud, waste, 
mismanagement, or misconduct regarding the office of any member of the County Board, the Inspector 
General shall promptly transmit said complaints or information to the County Board member. If dir e ct e d 
by said County Board M e mb e r, t The Inspector General sh a ll may conduct an investigation in accordance 
with the provisions of this Ordinance and if the Inspector General conducts an investigation, he or she 
shall submit a confidential summary report to the President and the County Board member. 

(D) Nothing in this section shall preclude the Inspector General from referring any complaints or 
information concerning anyone governed by this section which alleges criminal conduct to the State’s 
Attorney or other appropriate law enforcement authorities. 
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Section 6. Cooperation. 

It shall be the duty of every employee, agent, independent contractor, appointed official, department, 
agency, contractor, subcontractor, grantee and licensee of county government, and every applicant for 
certification of eligibility for any program or contract to cooperate with the inspector general in the conduct 
of investigations undertaken pursuant to this Ordinance. Every county contract and every bid, proposal, 
application or solicitation for a county contract and every application for certification of eligibility for a 
county contract or program shall contain a statement that the person, individually and on behalf of the 
applicant, will abide by all provisions of this Ordinance. It shall be a violation of this Ordinance for any 
person subject to this section to refuse to cooperate with the inspector general as required by this section. 
The penalty for such violation shall be governed by Section 11(B) of this Ordinance. 


Section 7. Subpoenas. 

The inspector general shall be authorized to issue subpoenas to request documents or testimony related to 
an investigation authorized by this Ordinance. Subpoenas shall be served in the manner provided under 
the Rules of the Illinois Supreme Court and shall identify the person to whom the subpoena is directed 
and the documents or items sought, stating the date, time and place for appearance of the witness and 
production of the documents or other items described in the subpoena. In no event shall the date for 
appearance or production be less than seven days after service of the subpoena. No later than the time for 
appearance or production requested by subpoena, the person to whom the subpoena is directed may object 
to the subpoena in whole or in part. Tlie inspector general shall consider the grounds for the objection 
and may resolve the objection through negotiation. No documents or testimony may be sought from 
representatives of labor organizations relating to the function of representing an employee subject to 
investigation, or for documents or information which are privileged or confidential under state or federal 
law, including but not limited to documents or information maintained under the Mental Health and 
Developmental Disabilities Confidentiality Act. 

Section 8. Investieation reports. 

Upon conclusion of any investigation, the inspector general shall submit a confidential summary report to 
the President. If the Inspector General has investigated the office of an elected official in accordance with 
Section 5 of this Ordinance, the Inspector General also shall submit the confidential summary report to 
the elected official. If the Inspector General has investigated the office of any member of the County 
Board in accordance with Section 5 of this Ordinance, the Inspector General also shall submit the 
confidential summary report to the member of the County Board. The report shall include the following: 

(A) A description of any complaints or other information received by the Inspector General 
pertinent to the investigation; 

(B) A description of any illegal conduct, fraud, waste, mismanagement, misconduct, or 
inefficiencies observed or discovered in the course of the investigation; 

(C) Recommendations for correction of any illegal conduct, fraud, waste, mismanagement, 
misconduct, or inefficiencies described in the report; 

(D) Such other information as the inspector general may deem relevant to the investigation or 
resulting recommendations. 

Section 9. Confidentiality. 

Investigatory files and reports concerning alleged fraud, waste, mismanagement, or misconduct by any 
person shall be confidential and shall not be divulged by the inspector general to any person except to the 
President and to the elected official or member of the County Board to whose office the investigation 
pertains. Notwithstanding the foregoing, information or evidence obtained by the inspector general which 
pertains to possible criminal activity shall be promptly provided to law enforcement authorities. 
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Section 10. Removal of Inspector General. 

The Inspector General may be removed prior to the expiration of his term only for cause and in 
accordance with the provisions of this section. The President, shall give written notice to the County 
Board of Commissioners of his intent to remove the Inspector General, stating the cause for removal. A 
copy of the notice shall be served upon the Inspector General. Within 10 days of receipt, the Inspector 
General may file with the County Board a request for hearing on the cause for removal. If - ^io s uch 
r e qu e st is mad e within 10 days, th e Insp e ctor G e n e ral s ha l l b e d ee m e d to hav e r e sign e d his offic e os of 
th e t e nth day aft e r - r e e e ipt of not i c e; If a request for hearing is made, the County Board shall convene a 
hearing on the cause for removal of the Inspector General, at which the Inspector General may appear and 
be heard. The hearing shall be convened within 14 days after the request and shall be concluded within 
14 days thereafter. The hearing shall be conducted in closed session with notice given in accordance with 
the Illinois Open Meetings Act. The Pr e s i d e nt’s notice of cause for removal shall constitute the charge 
against the Inspector General. Removal of the Inspector General shall require the affirmative vote of e 
major i ty two-thirds (2/31 of the members of the County Board then holding office. 

Section 11. Violations and Penalties. 

(A) It shall be a violation of this Ordinance for any person to: 

(1) Retaliate against, punish, harass, threaten or penalize any other person for 
communicating, cooperating or assisting the Inspector General in the performance of his duties; 

(2) Interfere, obstruct or attempt to interfere or obstruct an investigation conducted by the 
Inspector General. 

(B) In addition to all other available remedies, civil and criminal, the following penalties 
shall apply to violations of this Ordinance: 

(1) Any county employee who is found to have willfully violated this Ordinance as 
provided in Section 6 or Section 11(A) shall be subject to disciplinary action, up to and including 
discharge. Disciplinary action shall be instituted in accordance with procedures applicable to the 
employee, including but not limited to those established by the Merit Board, Civil Service 
Commission, Human Resources Board, collective bargaining agreements, employee manuals, 
handbooks or at-will practice of the employer; 

(2) Any agent, independent contractor or appointed official found to have willfully 
violated this Ordinance as provided in Section 6 or Section 11(A) shall be subject to removal; 

(3) Any contractor, subcontractor, grantee, lessee or licensee under a county contract, 
grant, lease or license, found to have willfully violated this Ordinance as provided in Section 6 or 
Section 11(A) shall be subject to termination of existing contracts, grants, leases or licenses, 
and/or ineligibility from consideration for future county contracts, grants, leases or licenses for a 
period not to exceed two years; 

(4) Any person or business entity seeking county contracts or certification of eligibility 
for county contracts or participation in any county program found to have willfully violated this 
Ordinance as provided in Section 6 or Section 11(A) shall be subject to ineligibility from 
consideration for future county contracts, grants, leases, licenses, or programs for a period not to 
exceed two years; 

(5) Any person found to have willfully violated Section 11(A) shall also be subject to a 
fine of not less than $300.00 and not more than $500.00 for each violation. Actions seeking the 
imposition of a fine shall be filed as quasi-criminal actions subject to the provisions of the Illinois 
Code of Civil Procedure, as amended. 
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Section 12. Severability. 

If any provision or part, or any application of any provision or part to any person or circumstance, of this 
Ordinance is declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the 
validity of the remainder of the Ordinance or its application to other persons or circumstances, it being the 
expressed legislative intent of the Cook County Board of Commissioners that this Ordinance would have 
been adopted had such invalid provision, part or application not been included herein. 

Section 13. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its passage.

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(c) Employment restriction. The President of the County Board shall devote his or her entire 
time to the duties of county office, and shall hold no other office or employment of profit, nor 
enaaee in any other business, employment, or vocation.

If any such vehicle has been purchased or lawfully acquired by the applicant on or after the 1st day of 
December of any current year, the fee to be paid shall be a sum of equal to one-half of the annual license 
fee hereinbefore specified as a license fee for the balance of such year. Before any applicant shall be 
entitled to a prorated license as provided for in this section, the said applicant shall furnish an affidavit in 
form satisfactory to the Department stating that the vehicle for which the license is applied for was 
purchased or otherwise obtained by the applicant on or after the 1st day of December of the current year, 
and shall exhibit to the Department a bill of sale covering the vehicle for which license is sought. 
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13-75 Penalty for Ordinance Violation 

(a) Late Fee 

Any person or motor vehicle as defined in 13-61 or 13-62 who purchases a license 30 days or 
more after the effective day shall pay a late fee penalty e qual to th e amount du e for th e lic e ns e f ee 
but not le ss than tw e nty fiv e do l lar s ($25.00) p e r lic e ns e wh i ch e v e r i s mor e , in the amount of 
$15.00. After 30 days, an additional $2.00 per day will be added to the initial late charge of 
$15.00. plus the cost of the vehicle sticker. Persons over Age Sixty-Five, physically handicapped 
individuals or disabled veterans shall not be charged more than $25.00 for a late fee. 

(b) Back Dated Fees 

Any person or motor vehicle as defined in 13-61 or 13-62 who did not purchase a license after the 
effective date may be required to pay the entire amount of fees due for each of the prior three 
years that the fee had not been paid. 

(c) Penalty for Failure to Properly Display Sticker 

Any owner, driver or motor vehicle in violation of these provisions requiring a license shall be 
fined not less than $75.00 per offense or more than $150.00 per offense. 

Purchase of a license after the due date shall not result in an order of compliance discharge or a 
finding of not guilty by any court or administrative hearing and penalties and fines, contained 
herein shall be mandatory.

SYSTEM FOR ZONING AND BUILDING VIOLATIONS IN UNINCORPORATED 

AREAS OF COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Compiled Statutes establish jurisdiction of building and zoning issues in 
unincorporated areas in county government (ILCS Ch.55, Article 5); and 

WHEREAS, the enforcement of building and zoning codes in unincorporated areas of Cook County are 
imperative to maintaining the quality of life in residents of the unincorporated area, and effects the quality 
of life of residents in nearby municipalities; and 
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WHEREAS, approximately 11% of the area of land in Cook County is unincorporated areas, including 
forest preserves; and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly provides that each county in the State of Illinois, except for Cook 
County, may establish an administrative adjudication system to assist in the enforcement of county zoning 
and building codes, (ILCS Ch. 55 Article 5, Division 5-41); and 

WHEREAS, administrative adjudication allows local governments an additional asset in the enforcement 
of local zoning and building codes; and 

WHEREAS, administrative adjudication provides zoning and building enforcement agencies and code 
violators an opportunity to correct any problems and to comply with local codes without utilizing the 
Circuit Court of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Chicago has successfully implemented an administrative adjudication system in 
a variety of ordinances and jurisdictional issues (Ch. 2-14 Municipal Code of Chicago); and 

WHEREAS, the administrative adjudication system is successfully used by counties, cities and villages, 
across our State; and 

WHEREAS, the administrative adjudication system provides local governments the opportunity to assure 
local zoning and building compliance and to impose monetary penalties without burdening the local 
circuit court; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is the only governmental agency in the State without the statutory authority to 
implement an administrative adjudication system to protect the integrity and enforcement of the zoning 
and building codes in unincorporated areas. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of 
Commissioners officially endorse statutory amendments to the Counties Code, as noted above, to allow 
Cook County (counties over 3,000,000 in population) the authority to establish and implement an 
administrative adjudication system for zoning and building code enforeement, as is allowed in all other 
counties, and every municipality, including the City of Chicago; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners requests sponsorship 
of such an amendment from both political parties in both chambers of the Legislature, and respectfully 
requests the support of all legislators and the Governor in passage of this statutory amendment.

446-159, 176-187, 189-270, 331-359, 376-385, 387, 389-456, 458, 459 and 477-832 
dated November 6, 2000 prepared by FEMA. 

Section 300.26(a) of the ordinance is amended as follows: 

300.26 "Floodplain" That land typically adjacent to a body of water with ground surface elevations at or 
below the base flood or the 100 year frequency flood elevation. Floodplains may also include 
detached Special Flood Hazard Areas, ponding areas, etc. The floodplain is also known as the 
Special Flood Hazard Area (SFHA). 
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(a) The floodplains are those lands within the jurisdiction of the County that are subject to 
inundation by the base flood or 100-year frequency flood. The SFHA's of the County are 
generally identified on the countywide Flood Insurance Rate Map for Cook County 
number 17031C prepared by the Federal Emergency Management Agency panels 15.

WHEREAS, 80-95% of sexual assault victims know their attacker; and 
WHEREAS, 50% of sex offenders re-offend; and 

WHEREAS, 45% of sexual assault victims are under 12 years of age; and 

WHEREAS, at least half of convicted child molesters report that they also have sexually 
assaulted an adult; and 

WHEREAS, more than half of rape/sexual assaults happen within one mile of the victim’s 
home; and 

WHEREAS, 80% of all addresses have at least one offender within a mile; and 

WHEREAS, sex offenders cross socio-economic boundaries, living in both the richest and 
poorest of neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois State statute sets a provision for a Sheriff s office to register offenders 
and notify the public; and 

WHEREAS, offenders are very mobile, with 25% moving each year; and 

WHEREAS, the new offender population increases by a rate of 10% annually; and 

WHEREAS, onlin e alert systems are available, which not only allow a citizen to look up 
registered offenders in their area, but to receive an email alert, foUew e d by a postcard and/or 
automated telephone alert when a registered sex offender moves to within one mile of 
sensitive addresses, such as a home, school, park, etc.; and 

WHEREAS, a web-based offender watch alert system will also permit one to conduct 
address searehes that will create a map showing all offenders within one mile of the address, 
as well as a geographic risk assessment of the offenders; and 

WHEREAS, this program w'ill also allow for city and name searches, as w'ell as provide 
detailed descriptions on offenders including: name, aliases, physical description, photograph, 
nature of conviction and a map of the offender’s address; and 

WHEREAS, this program is an important tool that will enable one to attain this necessary 
knowledge to help keep our children and families safe and at a relatively low cost; and 
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WHEREAS, it is in the interest of everyone to help protect our children from this seemingly 
ever increasing danger.

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WHEREAS, in 1906, a small, four page newspaper called the Englewood Economist was published on 
Chicago's South Side, keeping residents of the rapidly growing region informed with news and opinions 
on a weekly basis; and 

WHEREAS, centered on the neighborhoods surrounding Halsted Street, from Garfield Boulevard to 79th 
Street, the fledgling paper promised readers that each issue would give “space to the important local 
items, short articles on interesting incidents of the day, occasionally a short story, and always some bits of 
wit and humor"; and 

WHEREAS, by 1917, circulation was nearly 20,000, due to the newpaper’s growing reputation for 
quality feature writing, and also creative marketing tactics, such as placing a serial number on each issue, 
and then drawing a winner to be paid the sum of one dollar by a local Englewood merchant; and 

WHEREAS, during the rapid social change of the 1920s, the Englewood Economist shifted its focus to 
hard news, covering political matters, business, law, and crime; and 

WHEREAS, the paper’s ownership, in an effort to consolidate production and printing, combined the 
Auburn Park Booster, the West Englewood Telegram, and the Englewood Economist, and thus in 1924, 
the Southtown Economist was bom; and 

WHEREAS, over the years, the paper expanded the geography of its circulation and coverage area to 
encompass the near South and Southwest suburbs, eventually moving from its longtime home on Halsted 
Street to a former milk plant at 59th and Harlem; and 

WHEREAS, in 1978, with the demise of Chicago’s beloved afternoon paper, the Daily News, the 
Southtown Economist quickly moved to fill the void by publishing daily for the first time it its history; 
and 

WHEREAS, in recognition of its coverage area’s growing importance as an economic engine, the paper 
underwent another name change in 1993, this time to the Daily Southtown, launched with the memorable 
advertising catchphrase, “people up North just don’t get if’; and 

WHEREAS, the Daily Southtown and its outstanding writing staff have won numerous awards for 
excellence, including the Hechinger Prize for Education Reporting, Newspaper of the Year by Suburban 
Newspapers of America, the Polk Award, and the Watchdog Award for Public Interest Reporting; and 

WHEREAS, after 100 years of service to the community, the Daily Southtown has established itself as 
the paper of record for the Southtown region.
